Few people realize the vast- 
neat;9 of the amounts which are 
paid out by the yukm GoTerii- 
nMBta in the farm of pensions to, 
veterans of the military and na- 
val services and to the widows 
and dependents of those who 
fought their eountry's bettles. 
For many jeers Uncle Sam has 
been the most liberal of these 
governmental philanthropists, 
his annual disbursements in pen- 
sioBs emooBtiiis to as high as 
$175,000,000 per annmn. When 
the European war is over every 
one of the nations involved will 
have to shoulder this tremen- 
dous harden of csrinK for the 
disabled warriors and the de- 
pendents of thos siaiii in battle, 
and Uncle Sam's pension list, 
amazing as i» is. will probably 
become eompontive^ inslff- 
nificant. 

The pension system of the 
United States had its beginning 
August 26. 1776. when the Con- 
tinental Gnagress undertook to 
provide for the disabled soldiers 
of the continental forces. In 
1790 the first regular pension 
system was established, and 
since then, up to the close of the 
fiscal year of 1915, the Govern- 
ment disbursement for pensions 
has amounted to nearly $3,000,- 
000,000. From 1790 to the oat- 
break of the Civil War the total 
cost of the pension system of the 
United States was less than $100, 
000,000. The Civil War and the 
war with Spain have knoaght the 
total to $4,940,304,143.05 at the 
close of the 1915 fiscal year. 

Pensions aggregating $70,000,- 
000 were yaid on account of the 
Revooltkm. The pensioners of 
the war of 1812 received a total 
of $45,000,000. The Indian wars 
cost in pensions about $6,500,000. 
The Mexican war's pension list 
reidied a total of about |84,000,- 
000. Uncle Sam is still paying 
for the Civil War and the con- 
flict with Spain, and the former 
has already cost in pension dis- 
bursemeots nearly 14,000,000,- 
000. The annual disbursements 
of the United States pension sys- 
tem in the last ten years have 
ranged from $139,000,000 in 1907 
to $175,000,000 in 1918. Daring 
Grant's first term the average 
was only about $30,000,000 a 
year. From $60,000,000 annual- 
ly during the Garfield adminis- 
tration, the average leaped co 
$130,000,000 in Harrison's ad- 
m nistration, reaching the high 
watermark of $175,000,000 in 
the last year of the Taft admin- 
istration.

Watson and Harry S. New, Re- 
pabHeuM, of Indbuui, and How- 
ard Sutherland, BepobUean, of 
West Virginia, was tlM informa- 
tion received here. 

That there will be a general 
mveitigatioii by the Sentte of 
the alleged misuse of money in 
the presidential campaign also 
was announced definitely by Ad- 
ministratkm offidab. Prelimi- 
iMtfy plane haye been made and 
a resolution providing the ma- 
chinery for the inquiry is ready 
to be introduced soon after Con- 
gress convenes next month. 

It is openly charged, bj Dem- 
ocrats that $2,000,000 was spent 
by the Republicans in Indiana 
and a large sum of money by 
the ReimblieanB of Weet Vir. 
ginia and that negroes were il- 
legally voted in both States. 

It is said that 2,000 ne^'roes, 
many of whom recently migrated 
from the Sooth, were colonfaed 
at Gary, Ind., but the Repobli- 
cans at the last moment became 
alarmed and did not use them. 
In other places many negroes 
not entitled to vote ander the 
laws of Indiana and West Vir- 
ginia, respectively, did vote, ac- 
cording to the Democrats. 
TWENTY-FIVE CONTESTS. 

There will be at least twenty- 
five eonteets in the Hooae of the 

Sixty.fifth Congress, which con- 
venes in December, 1917. The 
Democrats of the Senate do not 
need the senatorships from In- 
diana and Weet Vvginia to con- 
trol the upper body of Congress, 
but they want to punish the Re- 
publicans by a protest against 
the methods used to carry the 
Statae, 

A Democratic lead«r said that 
the conditions in Indiana at the 
recent election were ten times 
worse than those of the election 
ofWilliara ^jrimer. of lUfaioia, 
who was ^eluded Irom the Sen- 
ate because of methods employ- 
ed in his behalf. In the cases of 
Watson, New and Sutherland, 
the eontests may be braoght, 
ju^t as the one was against Lor- 
imer, when a committee was ap- 
pointed to examine witnesses. 

House leaders have advised all 
Demorats who claim to have 
been elected in close districts to 
go into State courts and demand 
a recount. A number of cases 
of this kind will be started. 
While it is admitted by Deoso- 
crats that there will be more 
than two dozen contests in the 
next House, they will not name 
the districts from which these 
will be brought op. 
EVmENCE COLLECTED. 
It was stated that evidenee 
was being collected, but its de- 
tails were not disclosed. The 
plan is to call those actually in 
charge of campaign finanees be- 
^ fore the Senate Committee and 
investigate the details of their 
transactions. 

Varioas reports coneoming 
use of mon^ in certain States 
have come to Democratic head- 
quarters as well as Republican 
headquarters^ 

Ipvestii^tfion into alleged at- 
tempts to colonize illegal voters 
in Indiana and West Virginia 
particularly was begun several 
weeks before the election. In 
those States Democratic leaders 
are planning to contest the elec- 
tion of United States Senators 
Before the polls had closed last 
Tuesday charges of corruption 
were being openly made by Dem- 
ocratic chieftains and predictions 
were freely circulated that expo- 
sures would follow the election.
